Sadat: No alternative 
to ‘bearing arms’ 


President Richard Nixon on the 
Middle East, prepared to leave the 
U.S. today for West Germany. 

Ismail returned to Washington 
from New York yesterday. Reports 
from Arab capitals said he wag 
orl scheduled to fly home 
earlier in the week from New York. 

Ismail's return to Washington 
coincided with a concentrated U.S. 
Middle Hast initiative now involving 
Egypt, Israel and Jordan, It is 
believed he was back in the capital 
for further talks with American 
officials, especially Dr. Henry Kis- 
singer. 

Cairo last night made no mention 
of Ismail's surprise return to 

. The news of Ismatl's 
movement was reported rather rou- 
finely by Amman Radio at the tail 
of an evening news broadcast. 

It said he would return home to- 
day via Bonn, where he will confer 
with Chancellor Willy Brandt on the 
Middie East situation and bilateral 
relations. Prior to his U.S. trip, 
Ismail held taiks in London with 
Prime Minister Edward Heath and 
Foreign Minister Alec Douglas- 
Home. 


North Vietnam announced earlier 
it would not release any more 
American prisoners until the U.S. 
and South Vietnam tried to remedy 
other problems concerning the cease- 
fire and Communist representatives 
in South Vietnam were given better 
treatment. 

Asked if the conference has come 
to a halt, U.S. delegation spokesman 
Robert McCloskey sald, “the (Wash- 
ington) statement apeaks for itself.” 
Pressed to say whether he expects 
the conference to fail, Mr. Mc- 
Closkey said, “We hope we can solve 
the matter of the prisoners by the 
Clarification that we get from the 
North Vietnamese here.” But, he 
added, “A new and important matter 
of some urgency is before us." 


MEETING DUE 

Mr. McCloskey said no meeting 
yet has been scheduled between Mr. 
Rogers and North Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trihn. 
Mr. MeCloskey branded as “clearly 
inadmissible" any Hanoi attempt to 
place conditions on the release of 
more U.S. prisoners. He sald the 
cease-fire agreement signed here a 
month ago yesterday “is unequivocal 
on the matter of the prisoners and 
not subject to any definition.” 

Mr. McCloskey appeared grim as 
he answered questions from report- 
ers jammed into a U.S. Embassy 
briefing room. 

In announcing Mr. Nixon's instruc- 
tions to Mr. Rogers, the White 
House Presa Secretary, Ronald Zieg- 
Jer, told newsmen that “the release 
of American prisoners is an un- 
conditional obligation of the cease- 
fire agreement." 

Mr. Ziegler said Mr. Nixon dl- 
rected Mr. Rogers to raise the mat- 
ter in Paris with the North Viet- 
namese Foreign Minister “as a mat- 
ter of highest priority” before any 
other business is transacted at the 
conference. Mr. Ziegler said the 
agreement calls for release of Amer- 
ican prisoners at “a rate no slower” 
than the withdrawal of American 
troops. 

More than half of the almost 
25,000 troops that were in Vietnam 
when the cease-fire began have now 
been removed, Mr, Ziegler said, 
pointing out that the release of the 
prisoners is at least 120 men behind. 
schedule, 

Mr. Ziegler refused to predict the 
next 1.S. move in the event North 
Vietnam does not quickly release the 
next group of prisoners. 


NEXON’S VIEW 

Mr. Ziegler, in response to a ques- 
tion, declined to say whether Presi- 
dent Nixon was angered by the hold- 
up in the release of American 
prisoners, but he sald the White 
House statement perfectly reflected 
Mr. Nixon’s view of the situation. 

Conference svurces in Paris said 
they and the other governments 
represented at the parley agreed 
yesterday on a system for recon- 
vening to deal with any peace vio- 
lations, :

The prisoner, arrested following a 
leftist political rally for Sunday's 
congressional elections, wes trans~ 
ferred to another lockup when a 
large crowd had formed outside, 
“La Segunda” said. 

Early yesterday, the crowd showed 
up again and damaged the building 
and three police vehicles in a hail 
of rocks and sticks, the newspaper 
reported. 

Prats refused to state the political 
affiliation of the crowd when he met 
with newsmen following a meeting

TEL AVIV. — Labour party lead- 
‘ers are seriously considering a pro- 
posal to postpone the Histadrut 
elections until after the Knesset 
elections in October. The polling 
day set for the Histadrut is early 
in September, but the Histadrut 
constitution allows for the deadline 
to be shifted at the behest of the 
majority. 

Labour party election organizers 
are fearful that the combined elec- 
tion campaigns to the Histadrut 
and the Knesset would enable Ga~ 
hal and other opposition parties to 
focus their attack on Histadrut Secre- 
tary-General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon's 
recent call for unilateral with- 
drawal before peace, and identify 
the entire Alignment with the His- 
tadrut chief's views.

Y.S. Shapiro 
criticizes 
trial by press

Justice Minister Y. 5. Shapiro 
yesterday criticized the frequent oc- 
currence of trial by press in this 
country and charged that it could 
influence judges in their verdicts. 

Replying to a Knesset question by 
Communist Shmuel Mikunis, arising 
out of the current espionage trial 
in Haifa of Jews and Arabs accused 
of working for Syrian intelligence, 
the Minister said he had encountered 
frequent comments in the press 
which took it for granted, @ priori, 
that the accused were guilty. 

(This was not the case, he be- 
lieved, as regards radio and TV.) 

Mr. Shapiro said he was not satis- 
fied with the present state of Israeli 
law, which considers such press 
comments as contempt of court only 
before the suspect has been in- 
dicted in court, 

“I believe that when a suspect is 
considered guilty, this may well have 
an influence on his trial. I do not 
agree that this is harmless in Is- 
rael, merely because professional 
judges — and not juries — return 
the verdict in criminal proceed- 
ings,” the Minister said.

Bus co-ops 
oppose planned 
improvements

TEL AVIV. — The Transport Min- 
istry’s recommendations for “im- 
proving” public transport, made fol- 
lowing a secret report by four of its 
senior officials, are encountering stiff 
opposition from the two bus coopera- 
tives. 

The spokesman for the Dan co- 
operative, Aharon Shani, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that most 
of the measures proposed by the 
Ministry are not new, and in some 
cases are already being implemented. 

“We told the Deputy Transport 
Minister that all new buses will have 
route numbers in side windows and 
Public address systems,” Mr. Shani 
sald, “but we are not about to start 
installing these in ail the old 
buses,” 

Another measure called for by the 
Ministry would have every driver 
wear a badge with his name on it. 
Mr. Shani’s reaction: “When all per- 
sons dealing with the public have 
to carry such badges, bus drivers 
Will wear them too.” (As a com- 
Promise, the bus ‘co-ops have agreed 
that signs will be installed in the 
buses, informing the passengers that 
the driver is required to identity 
himself when requested to do 50, and 
giving the bus number.)

TripoH reports 
yesterday revealed that Gaddafi 
was whisked away in a landrover 
as the funeral turned into a vio- 
lent demonstration In which mourn: 


ers, screaming for vengeance 
against Israel, were forced ta dis- 
perse by police using batons. 

Libya's semi-officia] newspaper, 
“Al-Fajr al-Jadid" (“The New 
Dawn"), yesterda y sald that 
“strange elements appeared to have 
infiltrated the ranks of popular de- 
Mmonstratioms to undermme our 
moral.” 

Referring to Monday's nots in 
Benghazi and Tripoll, the newspaper 
said: “We must transcend our grief, 
use Teason and ‘think rationelly 
before acting.”

Eban praises IFALPA 


move as ‘constructive’

Foreign Minister Abba Bban yes- 
terday praised the decision in Lon- 
don of the International Federation 
of Airline Pilots Association 
(IFALPA) as constructive In con- 
tent and in spirit.” 

Replying in the Knesset to the 
political debate which followed a 
Government statement of January 
24, Mr. Eban noted that after 
IFALPA heard the Israeil pilots’ 
representatives, the delegates at 
once abandoned any intention of 
proposing drastic measures. None 
of the pilots associations made any 
proposals which had hostile impli- 
eations for Israel. 

Mr. Eban said that Israel's dele- 
gates to the ICAO meeting cur- 
rently taking place in New York 
had been instructed to express their 
readiness to cooperate with ICAO 
as regards the Information as- 
sembled here on the Boeing affair 
and the considerations behing Is- 
rael's action. 

Israel would honour its commit- 
ment under fhe Chicago Conven- 
tion on Aviation, of 1949, to convey 
to all injured parties the results 
of its investigations and inquiries 
into an air accident following a 
prohibited penetration. 

Mr. Eban said that after the 
shock and consternation of the 
world communications media in the 
first few hours after the disaster, 
most of the media now clearly 
quoted the fact that Israel saw the 
tragedy as stemming from errone- 
ous evaluations. These included an 


Israeli evaluation which inevitably 
took shape, under pressure, in a 
confused situation. 

Mr. Eban sald that the media 
were also reflecting the profound 
human shock here in Israel, ‘The 
Government's practical decision 
about compensation was no more 
than a modest external symbol of 
genuine internal emotion. No dis- 
tinctions are made here between 
the lives of Israelis and the lives 
of others,” Mr. Eban seid. 

“He said that stress must now be 
placed on measures to prevent such 
incidents recurring. New means 
must be made available, misunder- 
standings must be prevented, and 
the tragic experience of the past 
week must be made use of to make 
sure future misunderstandings are 
avoided. 

David Landau, our diplomatic cor- 
respondent, writes about the Interna- 
tional Civil Aviation Organisation 
meeting in New York: 

Israel is expecting the Arab del- 
egations to exploit their numerical 
superiority at ICAO to seek an ex- 
treme anti-Israel resolution. The 
ICAO charter, formulated in Chica- 
go in 1944, does not provide for 
sanctions against a member-state, 
but the Arabs might well press for 
sanctions regardless, observers in 
Jerusalem believe. 

The Israel delegation at the ICAO 
meeting is led by Ya’acov Doron 
of the Foreign Ministry and Eph- 
raim Sussman of the Transport Min- 
istry.

Lansky lawyer says doctor 
forbade return trip to U.S. 


MIAMI (UPI). — <A defence at- 
torney for Meyer Lansky told a fed- 
eral court jury yesterday that the 
reputed underworld figure was for- 
bidden by a physiclan from return- 
ing to this country from Israel, even 
before a grand jury subpoenaed him. 


“Before Mr. Lansky ever knew 
there was a prand jury subpeona he 
told the physician that he would 
like to make the trip back to the 
US., but the doctor prohibited him 
and told him it would be dangerous 
to him to make such a trip at this 
time," said attorney E. David Rosen 
in an opening statement. 


However, Justice Department pro- 
secutur Dougald McMillan told the 
jury the government would prove 
that “without any legitimate or hon- 
est reason, Mr. Lansky refused to 
comply with a federal grand jury 
subpoena.” 

The 70-year-old Lansky went on 
trial Monday on charges of contempt 
for falling to respond to a subpoena 
issued by ἃ grand jury in February 
of 1971 during an investigation of 
gambling and income tax evasion. 
At the time he was subpoenaed, 
Lansky was in exile in Israel. He 
was deported Jast autumn. 


The first government witness was 
Robert S. Thaler, a special U.S, Jus- 
tice Department attorney assigned 
to organized crime and racketeering.

‘Happy Hooker’

Miss Hollander first ran afoul of 
the Immigration Department on 
February 1, arriving in Toronto

Although not allowed to work in 
Canada, Miss Hollander, 29, said 
she has no financial problems and 
showed a special immigration inquiry 
officer a Canadian bank account 
containing $10,000. 

She now is recetving royalty 
cheques on a second book.

Leaking fumes 
poison suburb

— Four thous- 
and people were evacuated from 
suburban Parnell yesterday as fire- 
men and scientists battled to de- 
contaminate the area from poisonous 
fumes leaking ‘rom a dozen drums 
of defoliant. 


Nearly 200 people, including many 
policemen, firemen and ambulance- 
men, have received emergency treat- 
ment in one of Auckland's biggest 
civil emergencies. 


More than 300 homes and dozens 
of factories and offices were sealed 
off as residents were forced to seek 
shelter with relatives and friends 
or in emergency billets. 


The drums, contalning tributal 
phosphorothiate or DEF, a cotton 
@efoliant made in Mexico and 
destined for Australia, were unload- 
ed from a ship on Monday night. 


Some of the drums carried as 
deck cargo on the vessel, the Good 
Navigator, began leaking soon after 
leaving San Francisco and were 
washed down frequently by the 
crew. 


On arrival here some of the drums 
were unloaded and taken to Parnell, 
By noon choking fumes from the 
leaking drums permeated shops, of- 
fices and homes in the suburb and 
persons were ordered from the area.

Zamyatin sald suggestions that 
the Chinese-American talke were di- 
rected against the Soviet Union 
were “absurd" fabrications concocted 
by journalists — “many of whom 
were expelled from the Soviet Union 
for slander about Soviet reality.” 

The Soviet Union, he said, "makes 
neither territorial nor economic 
tlaims from the People’s Republic 
of China, The Soviet people wish 
China to be a prosperous Soclalist 
country and wish to fight jointly 
with China for peace against wer.” 

Whether Peking admitted it or 
not, he went on, its talks with the 
U.S. showed it was willing to re- 
vise its policies in the interests of 
peacefu) coexistence with a state 
having a different social system. 

Rather than worry about the 
alleged “Soviet menace,” Zamyatin 
said, China should agree to Soviet 
proposals "to assume clear-cut com-

natural habitat. Furthermore the sea 
bed fish are less mobile than surface 
fish, which tend to wander and 
venue. 

Mr. Ben-Yami ssid that the situa- 
Hon is deterioratirg to such an 
alarming degree that lately even 
some surface fish have been affected. 
He noted that sardines, which 
used to thrive at the efflux of the 
Kishon stream into the Bay, have 
died off as the stream haz been 
turned “into an oozing flow of 
sewage, mo longer resembling a 
river.” And the grey mullet /kifon- 
bourri) sshlets which used te abound 
at the efflux of the Na‘aman stream 
‘nave become a rarity." They are 
important to fish breeders who 
cateh the fry in their infancy and 
stock them in their ponds where 
they thrive alongside the carp, 
eading variety and income to the 
pond yields. 

Mr. Ben-¥Yami says thet the 
mereury pollution of the Bay, 
believed to originate from ἐδ 
Frutarom Electrochemical plant, 18 
also adversely affecting the larger |, 
predatory fish in the Bay. Because 
they are at the top of the food 
chain, feeding on smaller fish, which 
in turn lve on still smaller fish that 
feed on plankton which is saturated 
by the mercury, they accumulate 
dangerously large amounts of 
mercury in their bodies. 

Mr. Ben-Yami recommended an 

immediate study of the Bay's sea 
bed to trace pollution to the che- 
mical and other industrial. plants 
which pour their sewage into the 
Bay. Once the sources are definitely 
established the government should 
act to step them. 
“What is needed is legislation 
which will give the competent 
authorities sufficient power, backed 
up perhaps by heavy fines, to put 
an end to the δον of damaging in- 
dustrial sewage into the Bay," he 
said.

recent appearance of the “Jews for 
Jesus" phenomenon in Israel and pubHe 
reaction to the underground activity of this 
odd sect call for some discussion of what is 
often termed the “Hebrew Christian” move- 
ment, or Judeo-Christianity. Biodern scholar- 
ship has established both the ideology of its 
ancient forerunner and the fate of the various 
groups that have tried to renew its central 
doctrine in the Hght of the New Testament 85- 
sertion that Jesus had ‘not come to destroy, 
but to fulfl” the Law of Moses (Matthew 
5:17). 

The first ‘Jews for Jesus” were the Naza- 
renes or Ebionites—one of many Jewish apo- 
ealypHe sects that erupted during the period 
of Roman despotism in this country — who 
combined a beHef in Jesus of Nazareth as 
the Messlah-who-had-come with a considerable 
measure of loyelty to the Tora and its detal- 
ed injunctions. 

The scattered Ebionite communities owed 
allegiance to the “chureh” of Jerusalem head- 
ed by James, the brother of Jesus, during the 
critical years preceding the destruction of the 
Second Temple in the year 70. A conflict soon 
arose between those who supported Paul's = 
deman approach towards the le 
liever ding 5p one hand and on Aged the 
“commandment-keepers" who insisted that 
such proselytes adhere to the Halacha, 

The war against Rome, in which the ‘“com- 
mandment-keepers” apparently joined forces 
with their fellow-Jews, nevertheless resulted in 
their departure from Jerusalem and led to thelr 
increasing separation from “orthodox” Jewry. 
The now-dominant gentile church eventually 
proscribed these “Judaizers" who obstinately 
clung to the “Law,” and Jerome, one of the 
leading Church Fathers, expressed a typical 
Catholic view when he berated the Ebionites, 
maintaining that, “while they will be both 
Jews and Christians, they are neither Jews 
nor Christians.” 


Between two fires 


Caught between two fires, the Ebionite 
“commandment-keepers” tried desperately to 
reassert their authority as the true communion. 
Their polemical ents with Jewish 
“orthodoxy” are partly recorded in the Talmud 
(especially in the tractate Avoda Zara); but 
by the second century the hapless “old be- 
Wevers” of a now declining Jewish “church” 
were mainly at war with gentile Christianity. 
The Ebionites therefore reconstructed the en- 
tire history of thelr faith after the death of 
Jesus in order to show how his pure teach- 
ings had been corrupted by the villainous Paul, 
whose followers first betrayed the Jewish peo- 
ple and later the faithful “commandment- 
keepers.” 

In his classic essay in the “Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia" (vol. X, pp. 390-396), the late Dr. Kauf- 
mann Kohler demonstrated that the Revelation 
(or Apocalypse} of St. John is the only sur- 
viving Judeo-Christian document in the New 
Testament, partly reworked by a “Pauline” edi- 
tor. 

The violent condemnations of the “synagogue 
of Satan” In the Book of Revelation (2:8, 
3:9) were aimed at Pauline Christlanity's 

‘abandonment of the Tora and Halacha, a 
riposte to the kind of hostile comment 30 evi- 
dent in early Church Hterature (Irenaeus, Ter- 
tulHan, Eusebius). Within about two centuries 
of the Temple's destruction, the various Judeo- 
Christian sects finally withered away under 
gentile (Catholic) pressure. 


Ebionite tradition 


Some Jewish converts to Christianity have 
tried to make out a case for the persistence of 
an Ebfonite tradition throughout the centuries, 
even Claiming as their representatives the 
Spanish and Portuguese Marranos, the mysti- 
cal sect founded by Jacob Frank, and Jewish 
assimilationists of the 19th century. This 1s, of 
course, utter nonsense. In more recent times, 
there have been Jews who embraced Chris- 
tlanity out of wonvietion -- ber there have been 
Many gentiles who, without the prompting of 
an all-powerful faith, chose to enter the com- 
munity of Israel. Judeo-Christianity’s reorga- 
nization In any real sense is Httle more than 
@ century old. 

Modern attempts to resurrect the ancient 
Jewish “church” have been closely linked with 
Protestant missionary endeavours. This fact is 
admitted by a contemporary “believer,” Hugh 
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The ‘Jews for Jesus’ movement 
15 just an expression, in 
contemporary dress; of a 
phenomenon which has cropped 
up at various times in the last 
2,000 years. It survives only on 
money from abroad and, like its 
predecessors, will fade away 
into oblivion, unless 
over-zealous opponents succeed 
in turning its members into 
martyrs, writes Gabriel Sivan, 
a Jerusalem writer on the 
history of Judaism. 


J. Schonfield, in his “History of Jewish Chris- 
ttanity” (London, 1936, p. 209): “It must be 
clearly recognized... that the missions to the 
Jews... paved the way directly for the reconsti- 
tution of Jewish Christianity az an organic 
spizitual community.” And Schonfield, whose 
more recent works include “The Authentic New 
Testament" and “The Passover Plot,” affirms 
that “the debt of Jewish Christianity to the mo- 
dern Protestant missions is indeed an over- 
whelming one.” 
Thus Michael Solomon Alexander, who de- 
gan his career as an AngloJewish minister, 
‘was for 14 years a missionary employed by 
the London Jews’ Society before he rose to 
become the first Jewish-born Bishop of Je- 
Tusalem since 135 C.E., in which post he served 
from 1841 until his death four years later. 
Church missions also inspired the formation 
of the London MHebrew-Christian AlHance 
(1866) and its American counterpart (1915). 
In Eastern Europe, too, an uneffillated Judeo- 
Christlantty found enthusiastic leaders such as 
Isaac Lichtenstein, a renegade Hungarian 
rabbi, whose missionary work wag commend- 
ed by Church spokesmen. Here, it was main- 
tained, were voices that could not be stilled, 
preachers “80 deeply rooted in the Divine Word 
of the New Covenant as the Jewish nation 
has not possessed since the days of the 
Apostles.” Their proclamation of a purer Chris- 
tianity reinforced the conviction that “Tsrael 
would return to its allegiance with resultant 
revival of faith among all believers,” 


Apostasy is result 


Such experiments in a revived Judeo-Chris- 
tlanity have invariably ended in c 
apostasy. Joseph Rabinovich’s “Children of 
Israel of the New Testament” (1883), a sect 
that sought to combine Jewish observance and 
national identity with a belief in Jesus as the 
Messiah, collapsed when its founder became a 
Lutheran and immersed himself in German 
misslonary bari or among the Jews of Rus-

Similarly, another group called “New Israel” 
and established with Russlan government ap- 
proval at about the same time, petered out 
when its Jeader became a Protestant. In the 
Weat, other “prophets” also tried to re-estab- 
lish the original “Hebrew Christian branch of 
the church.” Mark John Levy, head of the 
Christian Jews’ Patriotic Alliance, obtained a 
favourable response from the Episcopal Church 
of the U.S. when he pleaded in 1907 for a 
restored Jewish Christian communion. However 
nothing of algnificance was achieved until 
after World War 1. 

“Messianic Jews" in Britain and America 
saw the hand of Providence in the Balfour 
Declaration, which they interpreted as clear 
evidence that ‘the tinres of the gentiles” were 
nearing thelr end.
